Irish loaders, and published in tho daily 
papers, show that agitation is to be carried on 
moro persistently than ever, if that woro pos- 
sible. Tho government is openly accused of 
tampering with tho detectives, polioo and wit- 
nesses, and resorting to tho meanest and petti- 
est devices to crush out liberty in Ireland. 
Harrington, especially, says that tho system o! 
.government interference is malignant, spite- 
ful and malicious. 
Whilo Englishmen and 


Americans could not well bo prevented from 
contributing to tho Parnpll fund, tho adminis- 
tration is charged with intimidating Irishmen 
from making such contributions. Detectives 
aro accused of bribing confined prisoners with 
tnonoy and whisky to socuro evidence, and 
manufacturing evidence and procuring in- 
formers to swear away tho livos of innocent 
mon.: They make definite accusations on this 
eubioct, and locnto times and places, especially 
in the Galway jail The population of Ireland, 
according to thesa reports, is fleeing as fast as 
it can raise monoy to England and other coun- 
tries,' and English rulore aro encouraging by- 
money, argument and official influence such 
wholesale emigration as s panacea for all Irish 
ills. Even tho foreign minister officially wit- 
nesses euch departure* and encourages them by 
speeches.

"Because," it is customary to say, 


"is a woman's reason;" and the sup- 
pressed portion of tho argument—sup- 
pressed through courtesy to woman—is 
that it is, therefore, a worthless reason. 
But is it worthless? 
Is it not, on the 


contrary, Tory often the best aud only 
reason? • . . • ; . . 


During the past week the subject of 


expert testimony has been a current 
topic, aud there has been much discus- 
sion as to the relative value oi* tho tes- 
timony of a witness who -giv-es,- or en- 
deavors to give, the grounds of his bo;[; 
lief, and that of the witness whose only 
ground-is " because." The impulse is 
to credit the former above the _latter, 
but if mature consideration is given-to 
(he subject it will be. found that the wit- 
ness who says "because" is quite as 
trustworthy as the explanatory witness,. 
and that his 'testimony is quite as valua- 
ble. 


There are so many things that tho 


majority of mankind - know simply be- 
cause they know them that it would be 
simple folly to question knowledge or 
the accuracy of it in all or evea in a 
majority of the cases where the founda- 
tion or source of knowledge cannot be 
accounted. Knowledge of handwriting 
is an excellent illnstration-of. this. The 
man' or. woman who is in constant cor- 
respondence with a friend may know 
that friend's handwriting and be able to 
swear to it with the most perfect confi- 
dence without being able to give a sin- 
flc distinguishing characteristic of it. 
In precisely the same way one may 
know an individual and recognize him 
or be able to swear to seeing him yes- 
terday or last year without being able 
to tell the clothes he wore or even the 
color of eyes or hair. Probably there is 
in both cases some subtle recognition of 
the details which go to the making of 
tho recognized whole. 
There certainly 


is a real recognition of details_in many 
cases, and in those cases the witness can 
o-ive the details with accuracy. But it 
is equally true that in a vast number of 
instances there is no conscious recogni- 
tion of details, either in handwriting or 
individual, and yet the recognition is 
entirely accurate and trustworthy. The 
witness only knows "because;" but he 
knows just as well as if he could give a 
dozen reasons for his knowing, and is 
just as much entitled to credence. Often, 
indeed, he is batter entitled to credence, 
for the similarity which in handwriting 
will stand the test of rule and dividers, 
or in the person the', tests of height, 
complexion and color of eyes and hair, 
can be far better counterfeited than tho 
individuality which one recognizes with- 
out be able to say why. 
What often weakens the "because 


testimony is the effort of witnesses to 
f 


ive other reasons when they really 
ave none. There was a striking illus- 


tration of this some years sincu in^a 
criminal case tried in. this city. 
The 


defendant, charged with shooting at a 
neighbor—who was wounded, but not 
fatally—was seen directly after the 
shootmf "•oinf from the spot with his 
•nm over his shoulder. The person who 
saw him was a son 'of the wounded 
man; and he so'testified on the trial, 
statino- tho distance at about forty rods. 
As the prisoner was a .striking figure, 
there was nothing, to prevent any 
person with ordinarily clear vision 
und acquaintance with 
the 
man, 


from recognizing him at that distance. 
There was no reason to doubt, from the 
surroundings of the case, that the wit- 
ness did recognize him. If he had 
stuck to the simple truth and insisted 
that he recognized the prisoner '^be- 
cause" he recognized him, the jury 
would have believed him implicitly. 
But, on cross-examination, shrewd coun- 
-sel asked him how he recognized the 
prisoner; and he immediately began to 
o-o into the details of the prisoner's ap- 
pearance, drawing, no doubt, upon his 
recollection of his usual appearance and 
upon his knowledge oi what he then 
wore in court. The witness testified, 
amon" other things that he knew the 
prisoner "because he had on a hickory 
shirt," as the prisoner- then had in 
court. But 
the prisoner's counsel 


showed by ocular demonstration that 
the difference between a "hickory 
shirt and a white one could not be dis- 
tino-uished the length of the court room, 
to say nothing of forty rods. The re- 
sult was that the witness' testimony, 
thouo-h undoubtedly true as to-tire main 
point" and perfectly honest throughout, 
was discredited because he did not con- 
fine himself to the woman's reason, 
whitSi was the true reason.—Detroit 
Free Press.

Irish Emigration. 


Tlio emigration statistics of Ireland 


for 1882, compiled by the JRegisterar 
General of Ireland, 'have been issued as 
& parliamentary paper. The number 
of emigrants who lett Irish ports in the 
year was 89,566, an increase of 10,847 as 
compared with 1881, the number of 
males being 47,246, or 6,929 more than 
the previous vear, and of females 42,- 
320,-an increase of'3,918. 
Of the total 


number of emigrants 89,136 were natives 
of' Ireland, and 430 were persons be- 
longing to other countries. 
Of tho 


natives of "Ireland who left in 18S2, 1C, 
057, or 12.6.p_erl,OpO of the population 
of tho 'province in 1881, were from 
Leinster;'28,8-18, or 21.7 per 1,000 from 
Munster; 25,081, or 15.0 per 1,000, from 
Ulster, and 18,150, or 22.1 per 1,000, 
from Connaught—the total number be- 
ing equal to 17.2 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation of Ireland in 1881. 
Tho.- total 


number of Irish emigrants who loft the' 
Irish ports from the 1st of May, 1S51 
(the date at which the collection of the 
returns commenced), to the 31st of De- 
cember, 1882, was 2,804,740—1,493,560 
males and 1,311,180 females. 
Emigra- 


tion from Ireland steadily increased 
from 37,587 in.1876—tho year in which 
the smallest number was registered—to 
38,003 in 1877, 41,124 in 1878, 47,065 in 
1879, while in 1880 the number rose to 
91,517, but fell in 1881 to 78,417. 
In 


the decade from 1866 to 1875 the aver- 
age number was 74,667, and in the pre- 
;ecling decade, from 1856 to 1865, the 
average number of emigrants per an- 
num amouted to 88,272, while in the 
'our preceding years, from 1852 to 1855, 
ihe number averaged 148,985 annually. 
The numbers fluctuated from 190,322 in 
1852 to 37,587 in 1876. It appears that 
74.8 per cent, of the persons who 
.eft Ireland in 1882 were between 
;he ages of fifteen and thirty-five 
,-ears,

under 15 3'ears 15.4. The corresponding 
percentages in 1881 were 76, 9.3, and 
14.7 respectively. The proportion of 
the emigrants in 1882 who were from 
15 to 35 years' of age was less than in 
1880 and 1881"; but greater than in 1877, 
1878 and 1879; in 1881, it was 76.0; in 
1880, 75.7; in 1879, 7S.2; in 1878, 68.5. 
md in 1877, 67.2 per cent. Of the total 
number1 of Irish emigrants last year, 
78,480, or 8S.O per cent, went to the 
colonies or to foreign countries, aud 
10,656, or 12.0percent, to GrealBritain. 
Th'e United States of America in 1882 
absorbed 05,972, or 74.0percent, of the 
entire number of emigrants, compared 
with an average of 43,544, or 66.4 per 
cent., on the four preceding years. The 
numbers to New Zealand, which had 
ncreased from 2,524 in 1878 to 3,160 in 
1S79, decreased to 492 in 1881, and fell 
to 380 in 1882. Emigration to Canada 
showed a very large increase- in 1882 
compared with 1881, the numbers being 
7,268 in 1882 and 2.916 in 1881. 
The 


emio-rants to Australia in 1882 num- 
bered 4,614 ao-ainst 2,795 in 1881, 2,576 
n 1SSO, 3,052,'m 1879 and 4,251 in 1878. 
Of the 256 persons to "other countries" 
61 went to Buenos Ayres, 172 to South 
Africa, IS to various parts of Europe, 3 
to Asia and 2 to the West Indies. Of 
the 10,656 persons who left Ireland with 
the .intention of settling permanently in 
Great Britain., 4,984 went to England 
<ind Wales and 5,672 to Scotland. The 
iverages for the four preceding years 
were 8.381 and 6,198 respectively. 
Of 


the 47,246 males who emigrated in the 
year, 32,955, or 69.S per cent., were re- 
turned as laborers. In 1881 the propor- 
tion of laborers to the entire male emi- 
;ration was 6S.4, and in 1880, 73.1 per 
_.ent. The instances among males in 
which no occupation was specified only 
numbered 6,800, which includes 4,983 
children under 10 years of age. 
Of the 


42,320 females who emigrated in 1882, 
24,623 were returned us servants, 2,534 
as housekeepers, 2,088 as seamstresses, 
582 as dress-makers and milliners and 
230 as mill-workers. The "unspecified," 
including wives and children, number 
11,945.— London Times. 


Emerson's Influence. 


Writing lately on Emerson I men-. 


joned what I thoughtan interesting in- 
stance of his influence in England upon 
men apparently remote from his range of 
;houflit. A still more striking example 
aas since come in my way. Amongtho 
many eminent Englishmen whose lives 
nave been, spent mostly in Asia, one of 
;.he most distinguished is Sir Lewis 
Polly. He has had a career of varied 
adventure and brilliant service—soldier, 
.iiplomatist, political agent, political 
resident; now underOuti-am, now under 
Lord Canning, then with Sir Bartle 
Frere; to-day deposing a Prince and 
ruling in his stead, to-morrow suppres- 
sin"- "he slave-trade by treaty with the 
Sultan of Muscat, the week after estab- 
lishing a telegraph across Arabia, finally 
envoy" plenipotentiary for Afghan af- 
fairs. He has been everywhere, and 
pretty much always carrying his life in 
his hand. He rode once from Trebi- 
zonde to Teheran, and from Teheran to 
Meshed, and so across the Turcoman 
country into Afghanistan, thence to. 
Belooohistan, and finally to Kurrachee 
—a five Of six-months' journey among 
the most savage people in the world, 
without escort, without arms, without 
so much as a European escort, through 
districts where there were no roads and 
no inns; sleeping mostly under the stars, 
his horses and Afghan grooms about 
him, 
and often near having to let his 


horses die from starvation for want of 
the branches of trees which formed their 
main food, for grass there was none. 
Leading this life of perpetual movement 
and peril, Sir Lewis Felly was never 
without a volume of Emerson in liis 
pocket—the soldier and traveler nour- 
ishing himself in the desert on the high 
thinking of tho contemplative philoso- 
pher chvellino- peacefullv by the banks 
of the Concord River. How Emerson 
would have delighted 'to hear it, and 
what reflections he would have made'on 
the unity of the human soul.— London 
Cor. N. Y. Tribune.

An Opinion of the Tobacco 
Several prominent farmers have been 


interviewed recently in regard to the 
prospect for the acreage of tobacco in 
this county. There seems to be an opin. 
ion prevailing in some parts of the coun- 
ty thattheacreagewill.be much, less than 
that ot last year. Of the 14,924 acres 
raised in this state in 1882, over 6,000 
acres were raised in Kock county. It was 
supposed 
early in the season that this 


•would be increased, but the judgment ot 
many farmers is that in some of the 
towns there will 'be less tobacco raised 
and more corn' planted. 


The reason assigned for this decrease 


is that very much of the tobacco was 
raised 
by 
poor men who could not 


afford to own land. They raised the to- 
bacco on shares, but the uacsrtaiuty re- 
garding the price of the weed, and the pre- 
oariousneBS.attending tho success of tho 
Crop from the time it is set until it is 
taken from the sheds, have not made tlie 
crop a very 'profitable one in some local- 
ities, and for this reason some will go out 
of 
ths 
business. 
However, 


Kock county is a great tobacco center, and 
tho farmers ot experience who have raised 
that article for years and have made mon- 
ey, will likely continue its cultivation as 
loug as there is profit in it.
